Foot-in-Mouth Disease | 
Afflicts High School Naming 


Like most of the residents of the Sequoia Union High School | 
District, we did not pay too much attention to the naming of the} 
district’s fourth and fifth high schools —on Woodside road and | 
in East Palo Alto. 

Perhaps this was evidence of lack of civic interest, a failing 
we constantly condemn in others. But on the other hand, there | 
seemed little cause for excitement . Two perfectly logical names | 
had been suggested: “Woodside” and “Ravenswood.” With such | 
suitable tags at hand, it never entered our head that any others 
would be chosen. 

Suddenly we learn that the schools have been officially named 
Toyon High and University High! Along with all the other tardy | 
citizens of the district, we leap to the battlements! | 

Our protest is not only that “University High School” is 
a misnomer, misleading, meaningless and a contradiction in terms. | 
Nor is it only that “Toyon High School’ is an ineffectual title | 
totally lacking in spark or spirit. 

Our greatest disagreement with the board’s action lies in 
their own reasons for not accepting the names of Woodside and 


Ravenswood. 

Trustee Mrs. Helen Kerwin voiced objection on the grounds 
that schools named for geographical areas tend to develop a 
provincial attitude in the minds of local residents. She cited | 
Menlo-Atherton as an example and decried the fact that resi- | 
dents of Menlo Park and of Atherton have come to regard it as 
their own. This, she pointed out, causes difficulty when the 
board is forced to adjust attendance boundaries. | 

Such difficulties we cannot deny. But such difficulties, we | 
venture to suggest, can never be overcome entirely, and they are 
insignificant when compared to the benefits — to the board and to 
the community — that accrue from a feeling of loyalty, belonging | 
and pride. 

Such benefits are tremendous, at the practical level as well 
as in a theoretical sense. 

Without a sense of loyalty, the school board could expect 
much less support than it gets now . . . and it certainly can use 
all it gets! A recent district bond proposal was defeated because 
too many district residents did not take the trouble to go to the 


| 


polls. Without personal — “provincial,” if you will — pride in “our” 
schools, the turnout would have been even smaller. 

Therein lies the practical value of loyalty and personal in- 
terest. 

In the theoretical sense, such local pride is the basis of our 
democratic way of life. If we all were to feel that we were merely 
part of a large, anonymous governmental unit, there would be | 
almost no civic interest and no control by the people over their | 
local affairs. Without such local interest and control, this nation | 
would lose it strength of purpose, the dedication to individual | 
rights that always has made us strong. 

We are proud to regard Menlo-Atherton as “our” school. We 
have called it that many times, and it is in large part this per- | 
sonal feeling that will make us do all we can for its welfare . . | 
and for the welfare of the district of which it is a part. 

Call Menlo-Atherton “Sequoia No. 2” and youll dilute that} 
feeling. Give the East Palo Alto school a ridiculous handle such | 
as “University High” and youll go far toward eliminating any 
pride and loyalty that might have been developed. 

“Woodside” and “Ravenswood?” are good names, obvious 
names and names that mean a great deal in the history of our 
area. Let’s play up local pride; let’s encourage our area residents 
to regard their high schools as the focal point of the community! |
